Mr. R. L. BORDEN—My position 
js that If you apply, to these, Prov- 
inces the terms of the constitution 
as they are today, they will give 
the Provinces the absolute right to 
deal with their own educational af- 
fairs. 

Mr. SIFTON—I am sorry that my 
pon. friend said that because I had 
thought from the resolution which he 
bas placed vefore us that his position 
was the position which I stated and 
te my mind it would be a position 
that wouid be very much stronger. 
My hon. friend’s amendment, I find 
as follows: 

Upon the establishment of a Prov- 
ince in the North-West Territories of 
Canada as proposed by Bill (No. 69), 
the Legislacure of such Province sub- 
ject to ana in accordance with the 
provisions of the British North Amer- 
ica Acts 1867 to 1880, is entitled to 
and shoufa enjoy full powers of Pro- 
yincia self-government including 
power to exclusively make jaws in 
relation to edveation.” 

ff t understand my hon. friend 
gright, ana ! regret that his position 
jis not as ! stated it, he says that by 
the application of the. British North 
Ameria Act, ipsissima verba, the ef- 
fect of it would be that the provin- 
ces would have unlimited power in 
regard to education. But my hon. 
friend can only give his opinion to 
that effect as a lawyer. Other iaw- 
yers do not think so. Other lawyers 
think the direct opposite. Other law- 
yers think that if you put section 93 
of the Sritish North America Act 
into effect the time when the prov- 
ince came in would be regarded as 
the Ist July, 1905, and that the con- 
dition of affairs which would be 
preserved by the British North Am- 
erica Act would be the condition of 
affairs as they exist on the ist July 
1905. r do not say which is cor- 
rect. It is a difficult point to de- 
cide but surely we are not, when we 
are about to legislate upon this sub- 
ject, going to allow the provinces 
to settle this question by a _ long 
course of fitigation, turmoil and 
dispute. To show how difficult it 
is to have a positive opinion upon 
such a point Ihave heard men who

He is a tearer down, not a 
builder up, of constitutional govern- 
ment, @nd, when asked to define his 
position on any of the questions 
which now. face the Province, he in- 
variably hides pDimself in a free 
distribution of verbiage, which, how- 
ever pleasing It may be to the ear, 
certainly does not appeal to the in- 
telligence of his audience. 

Mr. Bennett has been asked re- 
peatedly the question, “If your 
party were returned to power and 
you were elected to the Premiership 
of Alberta, would you undertake to 
change the present school system and 
wipe out separate schools ?” Mr. 
Bennett has replied with a torrent of 
language, Hut up to the present he 
has £iven no specific answer on this 
point. 

He is not a constructive politician. 
He is an opportunist. He is not a 
creator of legislation in the pubic 
interest, ‘but a fault-finder of the 
constructive Statesmanship of a 
wiser mar.
